' According to the way the New York Tribune figures it out 


GreaVer New York now cc-ntains considerably more than, one-half 
tte total population of the State. The census returns so far re- 


ported indicate that the increase of population m the metropohtan 
Strict is about th.ee tim- the increase in the other sections of 
the State. Practically all the increase is m the -cities. There has 
been an actual decline in the strictly rural population. Labor saving 
appliances and rapid transit are operating to withdraw people ,rom 
the farms while the growth of manufacturing swells the population 
of.the cities. All the larger cities of New York, with the exception 
of Albany and Elmira, show a heavy increase, Schenectady leading 
^percentage. Rochester, Buffalo. Syracuse, Troy and Utica have 
all grown rapidly. The increase for the whole State is estimated 
to be between 18 and 19 per cent, the gross increase being figured 
for the whole State being at 1.750,000. The population of Brook- 
lyn now exceeds that of iMadelphia by over 80,000. If the ratio 
of increase since 1890 be maintained during the next twenty years, 
Schenectady, Troy and Utica will all pass Albany, which has ad- 
vanced but little during the past thirty years.

CHAPTER 3&3. An act authorizing the
